The INDEX TO THE PHILIPPINE GEOGRAPHICAL JOURNAL, 
1953-1976 is divided into two parts, namely: Part I — Author Index, 
and Part II — Subject Index. The Index contains author and subject 
entries, cross references, and some title entries. 


Each entry consists of: the author(s) of the article, the title of 
the article, the volume (or number) of the journal, the page or. pages 
where the article is found, and the date of publication of the journal. 
It also has some relevant information on the article such as illustra- 
tion(s), map(s), table(s), etc. 


Cross references are made for multiple authors and subject head- 
ings. 

Title entries are made for articles wherein no author(s) is given, 
or when the title starts with a word corresponding to a subject heading 
used. 

Geographical subject headings, such as names of countries, cities, 
islands, provinces, towns and other place names are entered direct, ex- 
cept for barrios which are entered under “BARRIO”.
